Public  Health  and  Hospitals 
Department. 


The  Honourable  the  Minister  for  Public  Health. 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  herewith  a  report 
upon  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  and 
Hospitals  Department  during-  the  years  1925  and 
1926. 

FINANCIAL. 

The  total  expenditure  of  the  combined  Department 
for  1925  was  £203,534,  and  for  1926,  £218,168.  These 
fig-ures  represent  successive  increases  of  £18,570  and 
£14,634.  It  will  be  seen  from  a  perusal  of  the  de¬ 
tailed  statements  hereunder  that  these  increases  are 
almost  entirely  due  to  additional  expenditure  on 
hospitals. 

This  increased  expenditure  on  hospitals  has  been 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  Department  has  had  the 
benefit  of  a  special  fund  derived  from  the  Entertain¬ 
ments  Tax.  For  some  years  prior  to  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  this  Act,  hospital  services  had  to  be  starved 
for  lack  of  funds.  Although  every  care  has  been 
exercised  in  the  expenditure  of  this  additional  money, 
the  gross  expenditure  was  bound  to  increase,  and 
even  now  the  expenditure  on  the  various  hospital 
services — both  those  directly  managed  by  the  De¬ 
partment  and  those  in  the  hands  of  Boards  of 
Management  and  Committees — can  be  definitely  said 


to  be  on  an  economical  basis.  This  statement  is 
borne  out  both  by  a  comparison  one  with  the  other 
and  by  a  comparison  with  similar-sized  hospitals  in 
the  Eastern  States.  A  full  report  showing  details 
of  the  expenditure  of  the  additional  moneys  derived 
under  the  Entertainments  Tax  has  already  been  pre¬ 
sented  to  Parliament. 

During  recent  years  there  has  been  considerable 
extension  of  hospital  activities.  A  nmber  of  new 
hospitals  have  been  built  and  opened,  and  additions 
to  a  number  of  existing  ones  have  been  carried  out. 
The  total  number  of  beds  occupied  has  increased  con¬ 
siderably,  and  the  main  increase  in  aggregate  costs 
has  been  due  to  this  additional  number  of  beds  rather 
than  to  any  increase  in  the  cost  per  bed  occupied. 

So  far  as  revenue  is  concerned  it  should  be  noted 
that  this  continues  to  increase.  Since  1919  the  rev¬ 
enue  has  increased  from  £28,840  to  an  aggregate 
revenue  of  £53,878,  the  increase  be  b  i  g  almost  entirely 
due  to  the  Medical  Branch.  The  receipts  from 
patients’  fees  for  1926  was  £31,223  and  payments  for 
maintenance  of  inmates  at  the  Homes  amounted  to 
£13,187,  the  great  bulk  of  this  latter  amount  being 
payments  at  the  rate  of  10s.  6d.  per  week  for  inmates 
at  the  Homes  who  are  pensioners.

It  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  an  increase  over 
the  last  five  years  of  nearly  100  in  the  number  of 
beds  occupied  on  the  average,  while  the  cost  per 
patient  per  day  has  remained  fairly  constant  all  the 
way  through.  The  percentage  of  revenue  to  cost  has 
steadily  increased. 

There  are  certain  outstanding  activities  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  departmental  hospitals  that  should  be 
noted. 

Albany. — During  the  period  under  review  new  staff 
quarters  have  been  erected  and  occupied. 

Collie. — At  the  close  of  1926  a  new  hospital  con¬ 
taining  30  beds  in  the  main  block  and  8  beds  in  the 
isolation  block  was  nearing  completion.  It  was  duly 
opened  and  occupied  early  in  1927.  This  new  hos¬ 
pital  at  Collie  has  been  rendered  possible  by  the 
generosity  of  the  local  people,  headed  by  the  Muni¬ 
cipal  Council.  Through  the  Council  the  people  have 
made  themselves  responsible  for  half  the  cost  of  the 
building  and  its  equipment. 

Geraldton. — In  September,  1926,  hospital  opera¬ 
tions  were  moved  from  the  original  hospital,  erected 
over  40  years  ago,  to  a  much  newer  two-storey  block 
at  the  rear,  built  in  1907  as  an  isolation  hospital. 
This  newer  block  provided  much  better  and  more  ex¬ 
tensive  accommodation,  and  co-incident  with  that 
change,  and  following  on  the  resignation  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Medical  Officer,  arrangements  were  completed 
by  which  all  the  medical  practitioners  in  the  district 
sent  cases  and  followed  such  cases  into  hospital. 
The  hospital  under  these  newer  conditions  has  proved 
to  be  much  more  popular,  and  the  bed  average  has 
increased  from  11.8  to  34.5. 

Katanning. — A  new  hospital  was  built  at  Katan- 
ning  on  the  basis  of  the  local  people,  through  the 
Road  Board,  finding  half  the  cost,  with  assistance 
from  certain  public  bodies  outside  of  Katanning,  the 
other  half  being  found  by  the  Government.  This 
new  hospital  replaced  an  old  dilapidated  building 
and  has  proved  a  great  boon  to  the  district.  It  should 
be  noted  that  local  public  enthusiasm  in  connection 
with  this  hospital  has  been  marked  by  great  gener¬ 
osity  of  the  people  of  the  town  and  surrounding 
districts,  and  through  the  Hospital  Comforts  Com¬ 
mittee  over  £1,800  have  been  raised  and  spent  in 
various  ways  to  the  benefit  of  the  hospital  and 
patients  dealt  with  in  it. 

Merredin.— The  committee  which  previously  had 
been  responsible  for  running  this  hospital  insisted  on 
resigning,  and  the  Department  took  the  hospital  over 
in  March,  1926. 

Wagin. — This  hospital  had  proved  inadequate  for 
the  needs  of  the  district,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year 
sketch  plans  and  specifications  had  been  prepared, 


and  the  Wagin  Municipal  Council,  together  with  the 
Wagin  Road  Board,  had  expressed  themselves  willing 
to  find  half  the  necessary  cost  of  completing  consid¬ 
erable  additions,  the  total  cost  being  estimated  at 
£5,000. 

Wellard. — A  new  hospital  was  erected  here  of  a 
similar  type  to  that  erected  in  other  group  settlement 
areas,  and  this  was  opened  in  February,  1926. 

York. — In  December,  1925,  a  maternity  ward  was 
opened,  and  this  has  since  proved  most  useful  to  the 
district.  The  actual  ward  was  made  possible  by  a 
gift  of  £200  from  the  Red  Cross  Society,  which 
provided  nearly  half  the  cost  of  building  nurses' 
quarters,  and  a  re-arrangement  of  the  building  en¬ 
abled  the  old  quarters  to  be  made  available  as  a 
maternity  block. 

Before  leaving  the  subject  of  departmental  hospitals 
it  should  be  emphasised  that  at  many  centres  the 
accommodation  has  proved  to  be  very  inadequate, 
and  with  the  general  development  of  the  State  that 
has  taken  place  it  is  inevitable  that  many  of  the 
older  hospitals  will  have  to  be  materially  added  to  in 
the  near  future.  Reference  need  only  be  made  to 
Merredin  Hospital  where,  with  an  official  bed 
capacity  of  nine  beds,  as  many  as  nineteen  patients 
have  been  in  at  one  time,  and  to  Busselton,  where 
the  normal  ward  accommodation  is  nine  beds  for 
general  cases  and  six  beds  for  maternity  eases,  yet 
where  the  average  number  of  beds  occupied  is  14.2, 
and  for  long  periods  the  hospital  has  had  over  20 
patients  and  sometimes  25.  At  Bunbury,  too,  where 
for  certain  reasons  the  ground  floor  only  of 
a  two-storey  building  can  be  used  at  present,  the  ex¬ 
isting  ward  accommodation  has  been  so  crowded  that 
frequently  cases  have  had  to  be  sent  on  to  Perth  for 
lack  of  accommodation.  At  Carnarvon,  Margaret 
River  and  Northam  additions  to  the  existing  hospital 
accommodation  are  contemplated  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  respective  districts. 

WOOROLOO  SANATORIUM. 

The  particular  statistical  figures  in  regard  to  the 
Sanatorium  are  included  in  Appendix  “ A .”

In  the  last  report  reference  was  made  to  a  De¬ 
partmental  Committee  which  had  been  appointed  by 
the  Honourable  Minister  and  which  has  since  re¬ 
ported.  The  recommendations  of  that  committee 
have  been  adopted  by  the  Government  and  certain 
of  them  have  been  put  into  operation,  but  the  main 
recommendation,  which  had  for  its  object  the  re¬ 
moval  from  Wooroloo  Sanatorium  of  the  advanced 
cases,  so  that  only  the  early  types  of  cases  would 
be  retained  there,  has  not  been  effected,  because  it 
depended  on  accommodation  being  provided  at  the 
Subiaco  Infectious  Hospital.  While  the  Perth  Hos¬ 
pital  Board  of  Management,  which  controls  the  In¬ 
fectious  Branch,  was  quite  agreeable,  certain  build¬ 
ing  work  beyond  what  was  originally  anticipated  was 
found  to  be  necessary,  and  so  the  matter  has  had  to 
be  held  in  abeyance. 

A  report  by  the  Chief  Resident  Medical  Officer, 
giving  full  details  of  the  operations  of  the  Sana¬ 
torium,  will  be  found  in  Appendix  “F.” 

KING  EDWARD  MEMORIAL  MATERNITY 
HOSPITAL. 

This  institution  is  doing  an  increasing  amount  of 
excellent  work  and  the  results  achieved  may  almost 
be  characterised  as  remarkable.  While  the  number 
of  cases  dealt  with  in  the  last  three  years  has  been 
about  the  same,  there  have  been  occasions  when  the 
accommodation  provided  has  been  taxed  to  its  limits. 
Since  the  close  of  1926  the  increased  activities  have 
been  most  noticeable,  and  it  is  evident  that  very  soon 
increased  accommodation  will  have  to  be  provided. 

During  1926  an  ante-natal  and  post-natal  block 
was  erected  at  a  cost  of  approximately  £3,500, 
towards  which  the  Ladies’  Advisory  Committee  raised 
£500.  The  special  accommodation  provided  in  this 
block  was  intended  to  fill  a  gap  in  the  community’s 
needs,  and  since  its  opening  has  been  well  utilised. 
It  has  the  additional  advantage  of  enabling  trainees 
to  receive  a  more  complete  training  in  maternity 
nursing  and  the  complications  of  pregnancy. 

HOMES  FOR  THE  AGED. 

Old  Men’s  Home,  Claremont,  and  Women’s  Home, 
Fremantle. 

The  following  summary  shows  that  there  has  been 
but  little  change  in  respect  of  the  number  of  inmates 
and  in  the  cost  of  maintenance  at  these  two  insti¬ 
tutions  : —

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  inmates  are  receiving 
the  benefit  of  an  increasing  flow  of  voluntary  help 
which  provides  means  for  amusements  and  entertain¬ 
ment.  The  Padbury  Bequest  Trustees  continue  their 
generosity  in  numerous  directions;  the  Ugly  Men’s 
Voluntary  Workers’  Association  and  others  help  in 
various  ways,  stimulated  largely  by  the  Master  of 
the  Home,  Mr.  A.  C.  Rust,  to  contribute  to  the 


benefit  of  the  inmates.  At  both  Homes  entertain¬ 
ment  halls  are  provided  and  here  are  installed  player 
pianos,  wireless  receivers  and  cinematograph  ap¬ 
paratus,  all  of  which  have  been  gifts  from  generous 
individuals  or  associations.

These  figures  show  that,  as  with  departmentaliy 
managed  hospitals,  there  is  a  very  steady  increase  in 
the  hospital  population  of  the  State,  and  this  increase 
is  the  main  factor  in  the  increased  expenditure. 

During  the  two  years  under  review  the  following 
improvements  in  connection  with  these  hospitals  are 
worthy  of  comment: — 

Perth  Hospital. — Extensive  additions  to  the  nurses’ 
quarters  were  undertaken  to  enable  the  staff  to  be 
enlarged,  in  order  that  the  hours  of  duty  might  be 
materially  reduced. 

During  the  period,  too,  by  arrangement  with  the 
Red  Cross  Society,  the  Board  of  Management  took 
over  the  premises  at  Kalamunda  owned  by  the 
Society  and  which  had  previously  been  used  by  the 
Repatriation  Department  for  repatriation  cases. 
These  premises  were  opened  by  the  hospital  as  a  con¬ 
valescent  branch. 

Fremantle  Hospital. — Additions  to  the  nurses’ 
quarters  at  this  hospital  were  also  undertaken  so  that 
additional  staff  might  be  employed  and  the  hours  of 
nursing  duty  reduced.  The  accommodation  at  Fre¬ 
mantle  Hospital  was  very  much  overtaxed,  wTith  the 
result  that  proposals  were  developed  for  replacing 
one  of  the  present  galvanised-iron  wards  with  a  two- 
storey  brick  structure.  Soon  after  the  end  of  1926 
these  proposals  were  finalised  and  the  work  men¬ 
tioned  was  commenced,  together  with  the  erection  of 
a  new  children’s  ward. 

Children’s  Hospital. — In  common  with  the  other 
large  metropolitan  hospitals,  additions  to  the  nurses’ 
quarters  were  necessary  for  the  same  reason.  These 
were  undertaken  towards  the  close  of  the  period  and 
since  then  they  have  been  put  into  use. 
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Kondinin. — A  small  hospital  was  erected  here  in 
brick  and  was  opened  in  August,  1925. 

Dumbleyung. — A  six-bed  hospital  was  erected  in 
brick  and  was  opened  in  November,  1925. 

Lake  Grace. — The  Australian  Inland  Mission 
organised  a  hospital  at  Lake  Grace  with  subsidy  from 
the  Government  in  regard  to  construction  and  equip¬ 
ment.  This  hospital  was  opened  in  March,  1926. 

Nannup. — A  fine  hospital,  built  of  local  timber, 
was  erected  at  Nannup  and  was  opened  in  August, 
1925. 

Wickepin. — For  some  years  the  Committee  have 
been  leasing  a  small  cottage,  but  as  this  proved  inade¬ 


quate,  it  was  decided,  with  the  usual  subsidy,  to  build 
a  suitable  small  hospital.  This  was  erected  in  brick 
and  was  opened  in  April,  1926. 

At  the  end  of  1926  several  building  schemes  were 
under  consideration,  and  several  of  these  have  since 
been  finalised.  New  hospitals  are  contemplated  at 
Fitzroy  Crossing,  by  arrangement  with  the  Aus¬ 
tralian  Inland  Mission,  at  Esperance,  at  Goomalling, 
at  Pemberton,  at  Pingelly,  at  Quairading,  at  Three 
Springs,  at  Narembeen,  and  at  Morawa.  In  all  these 
cases  the  local  people  are  expected  to  find  half  the 
funds  necessary,  the  other  half  being  provided  by  the 
State.

The  tables  show  that  the  fall  in  the  birth-rate  con¬ 
tinues,  both  in  the  Commonwealth  as  a  whole  and 
in  New  Zealand.  The  fall  in  the  death-rates  is  less 
marked,  the  rates  showing  little  if  any  diminution 
over  the  last  five  years.  The  death-rate  in  New 
Zealand  is,  however,  appreciably  less  than  that  of 
the  Commonwealth.  Infant  mortality  shows  a  de¬ 
clining  tendency  in  all  the  States  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth,  and  in  this  respect  the  advantage  of  New 
Zealand  is  much  more  definite.  The  figures  for  West¬ 
ern  Australia  are,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory,  the  rate 
in  1926  being  the  best  ever  experienced  in  the  State, 
whilst  that  of  1925  was  lower  than  that  of  1922  or 
any  preceding  year.  The  relatively  unsatisfactory 
death-rate  in  1925  was  largely  due  to  the  cases  of 
deaths  from  enteritis  during  that  year,  when  112  were 
recorded  as  compared  with  76  only  in  1926. 

Included  in  the  table  above  are  also  to  be  found 
the  numbers  of  still-births  recorded  in  the  State  since 
1917  and  in  the  metropolitan  area  since  1924.  It 
would  be  almost  correct  to  include  these  deaths  in 


the  infant  mortality  figures.  It  is  certain  that  a  large 
proportion  of  them  will  be  prevented  as  our  know¬ 
ledge  regarding  motherhood  improves  and  is  dis¬ 
seminated.  Much  is  to  be  hoped  from  the  develop¬ 
ment  in  the  State  of  the  Infant  Health  Association, 
under  the  auspices  of  which  a  total  of  12  specially 
trained  nurses  are  now  employed.  It  is  most  desir¬ 
able  that  the  services  of  these  specially  trained  nurses 
should  be  available  to  all  mothers  throughout  the 
State,  and  that  as  soon  as  possible. 

A  definite  advance  in  the  direction  of  infant  wel¬ 
fare  has  been  the  establishment  at  King  Edward 
Memorial  (Maternity)  Hospital  of  a  new  block  of 
buildings  containing  ante-natal  wards,  ward  for  pre¬ 
mature  children,-  and  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  for 
the  district  of  Subiaco.  It  is  hoped  very  soon  to 
begin  the  special  training  of  infant  welfare  nurses 
in  this  State,  aud  it  is  already  possible  to  include  a 
knowledge  of  modern  methods  of  dealing  with  infants 
in  the  training  of  midwives.

The  incidence  of  typhoid  fever  continues  to  de¬ 
cline  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner,  as  is  shown  by 
the  figures  for  the  last  two  years.  The  distribution 
of  the  disease  throughout  the  State  was  without  any 
apparent  significance,  except  that  there  was  an  in¬ 
crease  in  the  number  of  cases  occurring  in  the  Gerald- 
ton  district  both  in  1925  and  1926,  whilst  a  small 
outbreak  occurred  in  1925  at  a  timber  mill  near 
Collie.  The  incidence  of  the  disease  on  the  Eastern 
Goldfields  shows  a  corresponding  and  very  satisfac¬ 
tory  diminution. 

Dysentery  and  Enteritis. 

Nine  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  in  1925  and 
37  in  1926.  Of  these  the  majority  (34)  were  noti¬ 


fied  from  Claremont  Asylum,  where  cases  of  infec¬ 
tion  with  the  Flexner  organism  continue  to  occur. 

Six  cases  of  amoebic  dysentery  were  notified  during 
the  period,  of  which  two  appeared  to  have  contracted 
the  disease  whilst  on  active  service.

The  figures  continue  to;  show  a  gratifying  reduc¬

The  figures  of  the  Government  Statistician  show 
that  during  the  last  two  years  61  per  cent,  of  the 
deaths  from  diseases  of  the  digestive  system  occurred 
among  infants  under  one  year  of  age  in  the  metro¬ 
politan  area,  in  which,  however,  only  42  per  cent,  of 
the  total  births  occurred — if  classified  according  to 
place  of  residence.

In  the  report  for  1923/24  it  was  stated  that  the 
incidence  of  this  disease  continued  to  be  remarkably 
— one  might  say  alarmingly — low.  The  figures  show 
that  this  remark  applies  possibly  with  even  greater 
force  in  regard  to  the  present  situation.  During 
recent  years  all  the  other  States  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  have  suffered  severely  from  diphtheria,  whilst 
the  incidence  and  fatality  in  this  State  have  been 
very  low.  Whilst  it  is  true  that  the  careful  swabbing 
of  contacts,  which  is  customary  in  Western  Australia, 
may  have  something  to  do  with  the  relative  absence 
of  the  disease,  it  is  to  be  feared  that  our  freedom  is 


largely  fortuitous  and  that  in  the  meantime  a  large 
proportion  of  non-immunes  is  being  produced  in  the 
population  which  may  act  as  tinder  to  match  should 
the  disease  begin  to  make  headway.  It  is  therefore 
desirable  that  investigations  be  made  by  means  of  the 
Schick  Test  in  regard  to  the  number  of  immunes 
amongst  representative  sections  of  the  population 
and  that  the  medical  profession  be  encouraged  to 
familiarise  itself  with  the  technique  of  testing  and 
immunising,  and  to  urge  upon  people  the  desirability 
of  accepting  this  protection.

In  the  report  for  1923-24  it  was  stated  that  there 
was  some  ground  for  apprehension  in  regard  to  this 
disease,  in  view  of  the  recent  epidemic  in  New  Zea¬ 
land.

Of  this  disease  three  eases  were  notified  in  1925, 
two  from  the  district  of  Broome  and  one  from  the 
district  of  Derby.  During  1926  one  case  only  was 
notified  from  the  Broome  District.  No  fresh  cases 
occurred  amongst  whites. 

The  new  lazaret  at  Cossack  was  completed  during 
the  period,  and  all  the  eases  from  Derby  were  trans¬ 
ferred  there.  The  lazaret  at  Cossack  at  the  end  of 
1926  had  eight  native  and  half-caste  occupants. 

The  Puerperal  State  and  Puerperal  Sepsis. 

Sixteen  cases  of  puerperal  sepsis  were  notified  in 
1925  and  15  in  1926.  Higher  mortality  was  ob¬ 
served  among  the  notified  cases  in  192'6,  no  fewer 
than  14  having  proved  fatal.

The  total  number  of  new  cases  of  venereal  disease 
for  the  two  years  under  review  was  for  1925,  603 
and  for  1926,  788.  This  increase  of  185  cases  in  1926 
terminates  for  the  moment  the  progressive  decline 
which  has  been  somewhat  striking  for  some  years 
past.  The  increase  has  been  almost  entirely  due  to 
greater  gonorrhoeal  incidence  amongst  males,  and 
these  have  accounted  for  nearly  85  per  cent,  of  the 
total  increase.

Female  cases  of  gonorrhoea  have  shown  a  slight 
increase  in  numbers  also. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  total  number  of  cases  of 
syphilis  at  all  stages  was  for  1925,  56  and  for  1926, 
62,  a  further  reduction  on  previous  years. 

Male  cases  were  the  same  in  both  years,  whilst 
female  cases  in  1926  accounted  for  the  whole  of  the 
slight  increase  of  six  over  the  figure  for  1925. 
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In  1925  there  was  a  total  of  only  nine  primaries, 
eight  of  which  were  males,  and  in  1926,  15  primaries, 
thirteen  of  which  were  males. 

The  following  table  rather  strikingly  illustrates  the 
numerical  relationship  of  the  two  commoner  diseases 
and  shows  the  marked  proportional  fall  in  syphilis 
as  compared  with  gonorrhoea  since  1917 : —

The  graphs  also  depict  the  marked  fall  which  has 
taken  place  in  the  incidence  of  syphilis  over  a  period 


of  10  years,  the  three  stages,  primary,  secondary  and 
tertiary,  being  also  analysed  graphically. 

It  will  be  noted  that  it  is  in  the  primary  and 
secondary  stage,  that  is,  the  new  infections,  where 
the  greatest  fall  has  occurred,  whereas  the  tertiaries 
have  not  markedly  altered. 

It  will  also  be  seen  how  strikingly  the  graph  for 
total  V.D.  cases  is  followed  by  the  gonorrhoeal  graph. 

Although  there  is  evident,  over  the  period  of  10 
years,  a  distinct  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
gonorrhoea,  there  is  during  1926  a  tendency  towards 
a  rise  again. 

The  most  marked  feature,  therefore,  of  a  decade’s 
experience  of  legislative  control  of  venereal  disease 
is  the  striking  fall,  almost  to  vanishing  point,  of 
syphilis  in  the  primary  and  secondary  stages.

It  would  seem  that  whilst  compulsory  treatment 
in  the  case  of  syphilis  has  had  the  effect  of  render¬ 
ing  cases  non-infective  early,  and  so  reducing  the 
incidence  of  the  disease,  no  such  effect,  to  anything 
like  the  same  extent,  has  occurred  in  the  case  of 
gonorrhoea. 

This  is  to  be  expected,  for  those  in  touch  with  the 
treatment  of  both  diseases  can,  I  think,  testify  to 
the  immediate  results  obtained  by  modern  treatment 
in  the  case  of  early  syphilis  as  compared  with  the 
often  long-drawn-out  infectivity  of  gonorrhoea,  es¬ 
pecially  in  female  cases,  in  spite  of  treatment. 


These  results  are,  moreover,  encouraging  from 
the  point  of  view  of  syphilis  reduction  in  that  the 
maintenance  of  notification  of  considerable  numbers 
of  cases  of  gonorrhoea  suggest  that  there  is  no  fall¬ 
ing  off  in  allegiance  to  the  notification  provisions  of 
the  Act,  which  might  be  claimed  as  reason  for  the 
apparent  disappearance  of  syphilis. 

If  medical  practitioners  notify  gonorrhoea,  why 
not  syphilis? 

The  figures  are,  moreover,  all  the  more  striking 
in  that  the  population  is  continually  increasing  and 
this  fact  alone  encourages  one  to  believe  that  an

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.  effect  for  the  better  is  also  occurring  in  the  case  of 
gonorrhoea.

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

In  Appendix  H  will  be  found  the  reports  of  the 
Medical  Officers  of  Schools,  and  following  that,  de¬ 
tails  showing  the  examinations  carried  out  in  the 
metropolitan  and  country  areas. 

In  August,  1926,  the  staff  was  increased  by  the 
addition  of  a  medical  officer,  Dr.  Anderson,  and  her 
appointment  was  specially  made  in  order  that  the 
time  of  one  officer  might  be  entirely  given  to  coun¬ 
try  work.  Dr.  Anderson  has  spent  practically 
the  whole  of  her  time  travelling  from  school  to  school 
in  the  country,  and  in  this  way  thousands  of  child¬ 
ren  have  had  the  benefit  of  medical  examination  who, 
but  for  that  appointment,  would  not  have  been 
touched. 

SCHOOL  DENTAL  INSPECTION. 

Since  the  end  of  1926  a  new  departure  has  been 
made  in  that  a  School  Dental  Officer  has  been  ap¬ 
pointed.  This  is  a  very  wise  step,  and  the  next 
annual  report  will  contain  valuable  information  in 
regard  to  the  examinations  and  work  performed  by 
the  Dental  Officer. 

MIDWIVES’  REGISTRATION  BOARD. 

This  body,  which  controls  the  registration  and 
practice  of  midwifery  nurses  in  this  State,  continued 
to  function  during  the  period  under  review. 

During  1925,  36  candidates  presented  themselves 
for  the  Board’s  final  examination  and  all  were  suc¬ 
cessful.  For  1926  the  number  of  candidates  to 
secure  a  pass  was  40.  One  candidate  failed. 

In  1925,  65  names  were  removed  from  the  roll  on 
account  of  failure  to  effect  re-registration  as  re¬ 
quired  by  the  regulations,  while  in  1926,  60  were 
similiarly  dealt  with.

NURSES’  REGISTRATION  BOARD. 

This  Board  is  the  controlling  authority  in  this 
State  for  the  training  and  registration  of  general 
nurses. 

At  the  final  examinations  held  during  the  two  years 
under  review  the  number  of  candidates  who  pre¬ 
sented  themselves  was:  for  1925,  65,  of  which  num¬ 
ber  eight  failed  to  satisfy  the  examiners;  for  1926, 
82,  of  whom  seven  failed. 

Reciprocal  agreements  were  made  between  the 
Board  and  the  Nurses’  Boards  of  Victoria  and  New 
South  Wales  during  the  period. 

DEPARTMENTAL  VISITING  SISTERS. 

These  officers  have  continued  the  work  of  super¬ 
vising  practising  midwifery  nurses,  inspecting  mater¬ 
nity  homes,  and  visiting  persons  notified  as  suffering 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

During  1925,  1,397  visits  were  paid  to  tuberculous 
persons,  while  for  1926,  the  number  was  1,733.  On 
these  visits  the  sisters  are  able  to  give  very  valuable 
advice  on  proper  methods  of  living  with  a  view  to 
the  ultimate  cure  of  the  patients  and  instruction  as 
to  means  to  be  adopted  for  the  prevention  of  the 
spread  of  infection. 

During  1925,  434  inspections  of  maternity  homes 
were  made,  the  figure  for  the  following  year  being 
408. 

In  connection  with  the  supervision  of  midwifery 
nurses,  1,013  inspections,  and  in  addition  242  en¬ 
quiries  into  special  cases,  were  made,  while  the 
figures  for  1926  were  1,088  and  206  respectively. 

INFANT  HEALTH. 

Since  the  last  report  the  activities  of  the  Infant 
Health  Association  have  grown  considerably,  with  a 
consequent  influence  upon  the  expenditure  of  the 
Department. 

There  are  now  10  centres  in  existence,  and  each 
of  these  is  subsidised  to  the  extent  of  £100  per  an¬ 
num.  Prior  to  1925,  subsidy  was  paid  in  respect 
of  four  centres,  but  during  the  period  under  review 
the  number  of  centres  has  been  more  than  doubled. 
The  development  of  this  movement  is  distinctly  en 
couraging  and  shows  that  the  association  is  fulfilling 
a  definite  public  need. 

There  is  no  doubt  of  the  value  of  this  work  from  a 
Public  Health  viewpoint;  in  fact,  it  may  be  regarded 
as  one  of  the  most  important  phases  of  preventive 
medicine,  beginning  as  it  does  with  the  expectant 
mother  and  continuing  at  least  until  the  infant  is 
weaned.  It  is  during  this  period  that,  the  foundation 
of  physical  fitness  is  laid.  The  association 
controlling  this  movement  is  deserving  of  the  assist¬ 
ance  of  both  the  Government  and  the  public. 

INSPECTION  OF  FOOD. 

In  Appendix  I  will  be  found  a  return  showing 
the  volume  of  the  slaughtering  activities,  all  of  which 
are  supervised  by  the  Meat  Inspection  staff. 

Close  supervision  is  continued  of  consignments 
of  foodstuffs  arriving  at  Fremantle,  practically  the 
whole  of  the  time  of  one  inspector  being  given  to 
this  duty.  From  time  to  time  it  has  been  necessary 
to  condemn  quantities  of  food  as  being  unfit  for 
consumption.  Altogether  during  the  two  years  cov¬ 
ered  by  this  report  approximately  80  tons  of  food¬ 
stuffs  have  been  condemned.

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APPENDIX  F. 


REPORT  OF  THE  C.R.M.O.,  WOOROLOO  (STATE  SANATORIUM. 


The  Principal  Medical  Officer,  Perth. 


Sir, 

1  liave  the  honour  to  submit  the  appended  Report 
on  the  operations  at  Wooroloo  Sanatorium  for  the 
years  1925  and  1926. 

It  will  be  observed  that  a  high  ratio  of  advanced 
cases  is  maintained.  Whilst  the  report  of  the  De¬ 
partmental  Committee  was  adopted  by  Cabinet, 
financial  stringency  has  prevented  accommodation  for 
advanced  cases  being  provided  elsewhere.  This  is  re¬ 
grettable,  but,  I  fear,  unavoidable  when  one  considers 
the  health  demands  of  a  rapidly  developing  young 
country.  Our  State  is  not  singular  in  the  failure  to 
provide  separate  accommodation  for  advanced 
patients,  an  example  in  point  being  Waterfall  Sana¬ 
torium  in  New  South  Wales,  which  was  to  be  relieved 
by  provision  for  advanced  cases  at  the  Coast  Hospital, 
Sydney. 

Possibly  it  is  as  well  that  the  project  of  West 
Subiaco  has  been  delayed,  and  the  solution  may  arrive 
in  another  direction  without  much  expense  being 
involved. 

Pondering  over  our  failure  to  get  early  cases,  where 
arrest  would  be  the  rule,  one  is  forced  to  the  very 
definite  conclusion  that  it  is  largely  Avrapped  up  in 
the  question  of  “The  right  to  live.”  Under  existing 
circumstances  notification  must  remain  a  failure,  as 
it  admittedly  is.  All  shrink  from  being  labelled 
“tuberculous,”  when  they  realise  that  with  notification 
they  are  precluded  from  further  employment.  Their 
means  of  livelihood  is  taken  aAvay,  and  nothing 
equivalent  is  substituted. 

Should  they  be  regarded  as  permanently  unfit, 
thereby  qualifying  for  the  Invalidity  pension,  the 
Act  practically  strangles  all  further  effort  on  their 
part,  and  whereas  they  are  economically  unfit,  no 
encouragement  remains  to  preserve  something  out  of 
the  Avreck. 

In  commerce  all  that  is  apparently  rubbish  is  made 
use  of;  in  human  life,  as  far  as  tuberculosis  is  con¬ 
cerned,  waste  and  decay  is  encouraged.  What  is 
more  natural  then  for  anyone  who  fears  he  may  be 
tuberculous,  especially  if  a  breadwinner,  to  conceal 
his  or  her  symptoms,  and  put  off  the  evil  day  until 
inevitable.  T  would  plead  that  cases  in  receipt  of 
the  Invalidity  pension  should  be  encomraged  to  earn 
up  to  at  least  the  basic  Avage,  and  that  the  Act  be 
altered  to  allow  the  administration  to  carry  this  out. 

Doubtless  with  the  advent  of  national  insurance 
this  inequality  may  be  righted.  We  should  profit  by 
the  experience  that  to  date  notification  is  more  or 
less  a  failure  here  and  elseAvhere  because  of  the  dis¬ 
abilities  laid  on  the  consumptive.  The  need  of  the 
activities  of  a  “Tuberculosis  Society”  is  very  urgent, 
to  provide  outlets  for  patients  discharged. 

I  would  again  remark  that,  no  matter  how  charit¬ 
able  and  benevolent  an  indivdual  may  be,  when  it 
comes  to  a  matter  of  business  he  is  not  prepared  to 
employ  a  consumptive.  If  it  is  not  fear  of  infection, 
then  it  is  because  it  is  not  business  to  employ  one 
economically  unfit.  He  cannot  afford  to  let  the  con¬ 


sumptive  be  the  “stroke”  by  which  work  is  done.  It 
behoves  then  some  factor  to  provide  outlets,  prefer¬ 
ably  rural. 

It  often  appeals  to  me  the  hardship  entailed  on 
the  “excluded  miners”  to  take  up  a  new  field  of  life 
when  on  in  years.  Most  feel  at  a  dead-end,  but  there 
must  be  articles  manufactured  by  machinery  that 
they  could  make,  if  suitable  hygienic  factories  were 
available  to  employ  them. 

Farming  and  similar  pursuits,  admirable  and  suit¬ 
able  as  they  are,  appeal  in  few  instances  to  the  man 
who  has  been  engaged  in  mining.  Something  in  the 
nature  of  a  communal  colony  should  be  aimed  at. 
It  is  undoubtedly  a  hardship  to  separate  a  man  from 
his  family.  Under  existing  circumstances  this  is  a 
necessity,  as  suitable  work  is  at  present  unavailable 
on  the  goldfields.  It  is  further  highly  undesirable 
that  such  cases  should  be  encouraged  to  migrate  to 
towns,  Avhere  the  only  accommodation  available  is 
that  of  lodging-houses,  which  from  a  hygienic  point 
of  view  are  usually  by  no  means  ideal. 

Experience  in  other  States  has  demonstrated  that 
the  urban  death-rate  of  miners  excluded  from  the 
mining  industry  is  vastly  in  excess  of  the  rural. 

Under  the  Miners’  Phthisis  Act  provision  is  made 
whereby  tuberculous  subjects  excluded  from  Avork  in 
the  industry,  not  totally  incapacitated,  shall  have 
their  Avages  made  up  to  the  ruling  rate  at  which  they 
were  employed. 

Every  honest  critic  must  admit  this  is  a  step  in 
the  right  direction. 

Our  Act  and  regulations  exclude  cases  of  tubercu¬ 
losis,  and  rightly  so,  from  handling  food,  but  to  date 
what  outlet  is  provided  for  those  so  excluded? 

Pursuing  the  subject  of  failure  to  get  early  cases, 
one  is  struck,  in  taking  the  history  of  patients,  what 
little  regard  is  paid  to  the  danger  signals  of  pleurisy 
and  hemoptysis.  To  emphasise  their  importance, 
one  almost  feels  inclined  to  recommend  that  they 
should  be  notifiable,  especially  in  a  mining  com¬ 
munity.  As  heretofore  miners  SAvell  our  numbers, 
and  one  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  many 
regarded  as  labourers,  and  others  folloAving  various 
occupations,  have  many  of  them  been  engaged  in 
mining  previously. 

Reviewing  treatment  during  the  past  tAvo  years, 
the  most  promising  has  been  on  the  part  of  Calmette, 
in  France,  who  has  continued  to  carry  out  his  thesis 
of  prophylaxis  on  children.  We  have  been  in  the 
throes  of  a  controversy  re  Spahlinger,  Avho  still  fails 
to  deliver  the  goods.  Locally  Dr.  Smallpage  has 
appeared  on  the  horizon  and  gone. 

Sanocrysin  has  been  the  most  prominent  chemical 
cure,  the  dangers  attending  its  use  being  consider¬ 
able.  All  maintain  that  it  should  not  be  employed 
outside  an  institution;  many  condemn  it  absolutely. 

The  usual  gamut  of  chemical  agents,  proprietary 
and  otberAvise,  have  had  their  day.  Fashions  there¬ 
with  constantly  change. 
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Tuberculins  recommended  by  many  as  specifics  I 
continue  to  tind  of  value  in  a  small  percentage  of 
eases.

Graduated  labour.— The  benefit  of  this  form  of 
treatment  has  been  inculcated  constantly  on  the 
patients,  and  recently  with  some  degree  of  success. 
It  is  difficult  to  persuade  patients  that  labour  is  a 
torm  of  treatment,  most  think  that  they  come  to  an 
institution  only  to  rest  and  feed,  and  be  waited  on. 
Here,  of  course,  this  view  is  contributed  to  by  seeing 
so  many  advanced  cases,  who  are  not  fit  to  walk  even 
to  the  Servery  for  their  meals ;  also  absolute  bed 
patients. 

The  assistant  R.M.O.,  Hr.  A.  N.  Jacobs,  tackled  the 
problem  enthusiastically,  getting  most  to  see  the 
value.  The  results  have  been  good,  many  of  those 
discharged  being  fit  to  go  to  work  straight  away, 
instead  of  being  fat,  flabby  and  breathless.  The 
female  patients  have  been  particularly  assiduous  and 
faithful  in  carrying  out  this  treatment,  with  conse¬ 
quently  beneficial  results. 

The  necessity  of  an  X-ray  plant  cannot  be  stressed 
too  much.  No  sanatorium  can  afford  to  be  without 
one,  which,  as  I  have  previously  pointed  out,  should 
be  the  best  procurable  for  chest  work. 

A  Tuberculous  Clinique  is  now  conducted  at  the 
Perth  Hospital  on  Wednesday,  obviating  much  dis¬ 
comfort  to  the  patients  which  existed  in  the  past. 

In  conjunction  with  the  work  of  the  visting  nurses 
of  the  Health  Department,  a  much  better  supervision 
of  discharged  cases  is  thereby  effected. 

I  desire  to  recognise  and  thank  the  Visiting  Nurses 
for  their  valuable  and  generous  assistance  at  all 
times. 

In  common  with  other  institutions  we  have  suffered 
from  shortage  of  nursing  staff,  and  it  is  a  matter 
for  congratulation  that  the  staff  have  risen  to  the 
occasion,  and  carried  out  their  duties  efficiently. 

The  spiritual  needs  of  the  patients  have  been  well 
looked  after,  and  it  would  be  invidious  to  mention  any 
particular  body  in  this  respect. 

A  generous  recognition  of  appeals  on  behalf  of  the 
patients  has  continued,  the  respective  funds  “Progress 
and  Pastimes”  (conducted  by  the  patients)  and 
“Comforts”  (Committee  for  Christmas  cheer,  etc.) 
having  been  liberally  supplied.  Mention  might  be 
made  specially  of  the  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Society 
and  the  Church  of  Christ,  members  of  which  bodies 
visit  the  institution  regularly,  and  administer  to  the 
material  comforts  of  patents. 

Transport  and  distance  from  town  have  made  the 
question  of  entertainments  difficult,  but  the  weekly 
picture  show,  run  by  the  Progress  and  Pastimes  Club, 
serves  as  a  welcome  break  to  the  monotony  of  insti¬ 
tution  life. 

Donations  of  piano-player  rolls  for  use  on  picture 
show  nights  would  be  much  appreciated,  as  would 
also  gramophone  records  and  literature  for  the  wards. 

Finally,  might  I  suggest  that  the  institution  is  not 
sufficiently  known  by  the  public  of  the  State,  and 
would  point  out  that  visitors  are  welcome  any  day.

APPENDIX  G. 


LABORATORY  REPORT,  1925  AND  1926. 


As  regards  the  number  of  examinations  made  in 
the  Laboratory,  examinations  of  throat  swabs  for 
diphtheria  always  take  first  place;  even  though  there 
are  very  few  cases  of  diphtheria,  during  the 
season  the  number  of  examinations  is  still  large.  This 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  in  any  case  of  sore  throat  now¬ 
adays  a  throat  swab  is  taken.  The  disease  is  a  de¬ 
ceptive  one  often  in  appearance,  and  so  no  risk  is 
taken.  For  example  in  1925,  2,532  throat  swabs  were 
examined  and  only  ISO  showed  diphtheria  bacilli.  Of 
course  this  result  is  also  helped  by  the  fact  that  a 
child  must  have  at  least  two  negative  examinations 
before  being  declared  free  from  infection. 

As  there  has  been  very  little  diphtheria  in  the 
State  during  1925  and  1926,  there  has  been  a  drop  in 
the  number  of  swabs  examined. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  chemical 
and  general  bacteriological  examinations,  also  in  the 
number  of  waters  and  milks  examined. 

The  number  of  Wassermann  reactions,  the  blood 
test  for  syphilis,  keeps  well  up.  Though  the  disease 
is  a  declining  one  as  regards  new  infections,  there 
is  still  a  large  number  of  older  infections  still  un¬ 
cured.  The  test  is  also  being  more  and  more  used  to 
clear  up  a  diagnosis  in  obscure  cases  of  disease. 

An  investigation  was  undertaken,  using  this  test, 
to  determine  infection  in  the  newly  born,  and  over 
400  bloods  were  examined;  the  number  of  infected 
cases  was  very  small,  but  it  has  to  be  recognised  that 
the  blood  of  the  newly  born  differs  from  that  of 
adults,  and  that  unless  the  disease  is  active  at  the 
time  of  birth,  the  child’s  blood  may  not  give  the  re¬ 
action. 

In  addition  to  the  Wassermann  reaction,  the  Kahn 
test  has  been  in  use  here  for  the  past  two  years.  It 
is  convenient  to  have  a  test  which  can  be  used  in 
urgent  cases,  provided  it  is  reliable.  This  question 
of  reliability  can  only  be  worked  out  after  prolonged 
comparison. 

The  Complement  Fixation  tests  in  gonorrhoea,  and 
also  in  hydatid  disease,  have  also  been  in  use  now  for 
two  years. 

At  the  end  of  1926,  tropical  typhus  appeared  in 
carried  out  in  rabbits  and  guinea  pigs  on  tuberculosis, 
and  in  white  mice  on  cancer,  during  the  past  two 
years,  unfortunately  without  much-  insight  into  a 
\  ulnerable  line  of  attacking  the  diseases. 

At  the  end  of  1926,  tropical  typhus  appeared  in 
this  State,  since  when  a  great  deal  of  work  has  been 
done  upon  it  in  the  Laboratory.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER  FOR  1925. 


Commissioner  of  Public  Health. 


Sir, 

l  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  report 
of  the  work  done  in  the  schools  in  the  metropolitan 
and  country  areas  during  the  year  1925. 

I  was  appointed  Medical  Officer  of  Schools  and 
took  over  duty  at  the  end  of  August,  1925.  Dr.  Jull, 
who  then  became  half-time  School  Medical  Officer, 
went  on  a  3%  months’  tour  of  investigation  for  In 
fant  Welfare  work.  It  is  now  hoped  that  it  will  be 
possible  to  visit  all  the  large  schools  in  the  metro¬ 
politan  area  at  least  once  a  year  under  the  system 
of  inspecting  the  children  of  between  7  and  8  years 
of  age,  and  12  and  13  years  of  age. 

There  are  over  100  primary  schools  in  and  around 
the  metropolitan  area,  as  well  as  a  number  of 
primary  convent  schools.  The  children  of  routine 
ages  number  over  9,000,  so  that  it  will  be  hardly 
possible,  even  with  the  extra  assistance,  to  examine 
the  whole  of  the  children. 

In  1924  61  schools  were  inspected,  and  6,098 
children  were  examined,  also  20,538  heads  were  in¬ 
spected,  and  of  these  4,136,  or  20.13  per  cent.,  were 
affected.  This  number  represents  a  fall  of  nearlv 
9  per  cent,  since  1923.  In  1925  7,136  children  were 
examined :  6,338  came  from  the  metropolitan  schools, 
and  798  from  the  country  schools.  24,149  children 
were  examined  by  the  nurses  for  pediculosis,  and  of 
this  number  3,793,  or  15.7  per  cent.,  were  found  to 
be  affected,  so  that  this  number  again  represents  a 
fall  of  4.6  per  cent,  over  that  of  1924.  600  registered 
letters  were  sent  out,  and  it  was  only  necessary  to 
institute  16  prosecutions  (two  of  these  were  with¬ 
drawn  ) . 

It  has  been  possible,  owing  to  an  additional  nurse 
being  on  the  staff,  to  pay  453  visits.  These  visits 
paid  by  the  nurses  are  very  beneficial,  and  result  in 
very  much  better  attention  being  paid  to  the  children 
by  the  parents,  as  very  often  the  nurses  are  able  to 
induce  the  parents  to  have  medical  defects  remedied 
which  otherwise  they  would  be  very  apt  to  overlook. 

During  1925  65  schools  were  inspected  and  6,338 
children  examined.  Of  these  2,774  were  routines, 
2,154  were  specials  with  cards,  795  were  specials 
without  cards,  and  615  were  recalls.  Of  this  number 
of  recalls  it  was  found  necessary  to  re-notify  399. 
Of  the  65  schools  examined  40  of  them  were  inspected 
by  myself,  which  accounted  for  3,001  children.  Dr. 
Jull  inspected  25  schools  and  examined  3,337  children. 

Dui’ing  the  year  a  visit  was  paid  to  the  nearby 
country  schools  right  throuughout  the  Mundaring, 
Kalamunda  and  Karragullen  districts.  These  schools 
have  not  been  inspected  for  some  time,  and  there 
was  no  doubt  that  the  children  were  in  very  great 
need  of  such  an  inspection.  This  fact  was  borne  out 
bv  the  high  pediculosis  percentage  that  was  found  to 
obtain  in  the  majority  of  schools.  These  percentages 
were  much  greater  in  many  cases  than  those  in  the 
large  schools  in  the  big  industrial  areas,  showing  how 


the  systematic  examination  of  heads  by  the  school 
nurses  materially  reduces  this  percentage. 

A  number  of  parents  were  interviewed  at  the 
schools  by  the  Medical  Officer,  and  helpful  advice 
was  given  as  to  the  best  means  to  remedy  defects  in 
their  children.  Also  at  the  schools  a  talk  on  general 
cleanliness  and  hygiene  was  given  to  the  assembled 
children,  and  in  many  cases,  particularly  the  bigger 
schools,  a  separate  talk  was  given  to  the  teachers  on 
any  difficulties  that  might  arise  in  connection  with 
the  health  and  well-being  of  the  pupils  under  their 
charge.  These  talks  seemed  to  be  appreciated  by  the 
teachers,  and  should  lead  to  a  greater  spirit  of  co¬ 
operation  and  help  in  our  work,  as  it  is  only  by 
having  the  keen  interest  and  co-operation  of  the 
teacher’s  that  we  can  hope  to  get  any  good  or  per¬ 
manent  results  from  these  school  inspections,  for  it 
is  the  teachers  who  are  with  the  children  continuously, 
and  it  is  only  they  who  can  instil  into  the  children 
the  necessity  for  cleanliness  and  hygiene. 

This  condition  of  affairs  is  very  marked  in  some 
schools ;  it  is  easy  to  see  those  teachers  who  have  the 
physical  well-being  of  their  children  at  heart,  be¬ 
cause  this  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  they  carry  on 
a  daily  “nose-blowing”  drill,  an  inspection  of  teeth 
and  nails,  etc.,  thus  keeping  before  the  children  the 
necessity  of  the  daily  cleansing  of  their  bodies. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  as  a  result  of  the 
continual  and  systematic  examination  of  the  child¬ 
ren’s  heads  by  the  school  nurses,  the  percentage  of 
pediculosis  shows  a  decided  diminution.  It  is  not 
only  the  nurses  who  are  responsible  for  this  decreased 
percentage  but  also  the  teachers  who  help  us  to  make 
this  possible,  because  it  is  always  noticed  that  in  those 
schools  where  we  have  the  keenest  interest  and 
greatest  co-operation  from  the  teaching  staff  the 
pediculosis  percentage  is  the  lowest.  As  an  examp’e 
let  me  quote  one  of  the  biggest  schools  in  the  metro¬ 
politan  area  which  has  on  its  roll  numbers  of  children 
from  an  industrial  and  working-class  suburb.  The 
teachers  at  this  school  determined  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  to  have  a  vigorous  cleanliness  campaign, 
and  with  this  in  view  the  children  so  kept  up  their 
standard  of  cleanliness  that  on  a  day  in  November 
(which  was  unknown  to  the  children),  when  these 
children  were  examined  to  see  which  class  would  win 
the  prize  for  cleanliness,  it  was  found  that  their 
standard  was  exceedingly  high  and  that  they  had 
reduced  their  pediculosis  percentage  to  under  3  per 
cent..,  wffiich  for  a  school  of  approximately  600  child¬ 
ren  was  exceedingly  good  and  spoke  very  highly  for 
those  in  charge  of  the  children.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  many  other  schools  will  emulate  this  good  ex¬ 
ample  and  start  a  cleanliness  campaign. 

It  is  regrettable  to  note  that  399  recalls  were  re¬ 
quired  to  be  re-notified :  although  they  were  not  all 
re-notified  for  the  original  complaint,  a  very  great 
number  of  them  were.  In  regard  to  this,  the  need 
of  some  more  adequate  method  of  securing  treatment 
of  the  defect  notified  for  medical  examination  is 
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urgently  required.  There  are  always  a  few  bases 
where,  in  spite  of  repeated  advice  given  and  per¬ 
suasion  used  by  the  staff,  the  parents  refuse  to  have 
the  serious  defects  of  hearing  or  sight  treated.  For 
these  a  compulsory  clause  similar  to  those  dealing 
with  verminous  children  is  desired. 

When  paying  visits  the  nurses  found  that  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  parents  were  pleased  to  see  them  and 
to  discuss  with  them  their  children’s  health,  and, 
although  not  always,  were  usually  prepared  to  act 
on  the  advice  given. 

In  regard  to  the  furnishing  of  the  classrooms, 
there  are  various  defects  that  it  would  be  well  to 
remedy  as  soon  as  possible.  One  is  that,  in  many  of 
the  schools,  the  old-fashioned  long  desks  and  long 
seats  are  still  in  use.  Another  point  in  the  furnish¬ 
ing  is  that  the  back  seats  even  of  the  modern  dual 
desks  are  without  adequate  support,  and  it  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  an  extra  board  should  be  put  along  the 
backs  of  these  seats  so  as  to  give  the  necessary  sup¬ 
port  to  the  scholar’s  back. 

In  many  of  the  smaller  schools  it  was  noticed  that 
there  were  steps  in  the  rooms.  Surely  these  could  be 
easily  removed  and  the  floor  made  to  the  one  level. 
The  presence  of  steps  in  the  rooms  is  very  undesir¬ 
able.  Also  in  some  of  the  schools  jarrah  desks  are 
being  used  which  are  not  screwed  down.  Although 
in  some  cases  it  is  advisable  to  have  one  or  two  mov¬ 
able  desks,  generally  speaking  these  desks  should  be 
securely  fastened  to  the  floor  at  the  certain  necessary 
distance,  as  otherwise  the  desks  get  out  of  place  and 
so  tend  to  allow  the  children  to  acquire  postural 
defects. 

In  many  schools  asbestos  blackboards  are  being 
used.  These  boards  are  not  a  success,  as  the  chalk 
is  absorbed  by  the  roug’h  surface,  and  in  a  compara¬ 
tively  short  time  the  board  becomes  a  greyish  colour, 
and  no  amount  of  cleaning  will  obviate  this,  the 
consequence  being  that  the  writing  on  the  board  is 
not  clean  cut,  and  so  is  difficult  for  the  children  to 
see.  The  ordinary  cloth  blackboards  are  much  more 
satisfactory. 

Closets  are  a  subject  which  is  a  chronic  source  of 
trouble  in  the  country  districts.  This  trouble  is  a 
question  mainly  of  flies  and  smells,  and  in  my  opinion 
both  these  difficulties  could  be  overcome  by  the  use 
of  deodorants.  Although  I  agree  that  deodorants  will 
not  kill  the  germs,  nevertheless  they  will  act  as  a  de¬ 
terrent  to  the  flies,  and  also  they  keep  down  or  remove 
the  odour. 


Another  point  also  that  could  well  be  attended  to 
in  the  country  closets  is  that  of  having  handles  of  a 
suitable  length  put  on  the  outside  of  the  closet  lids, 
the  length  being  such  that  it  just  prevents  the  lids 
from  standing  upright  and  so  they  automatically 
shut  themselvps  unless  there  is  any  pressure  against 
them  to  keep  them  open.  This  pressure  would  be 
absent  unless  the  closet  was  being  used. 

In  the  big  schools  where  there  are  a  number  of 
teachers  employed  it  is  desirable,  and  in  fact  neces¬ 
sary,  that  there  should  be  a  separate  and  distinctly 
larger  closet  for  the  use  of  the  teachers.  At  present 
the  teachers  certainly  have  a  separate  closet,  but  it 
is  only  one  of  those  built  for  the  children  but  put 
aside  for  the  use  of  the  teachers.  These  closets  are 
very  small  and  quite  unsuitable  for  the  use  of  adults. 

In  conclusion  it  may  be  claimed  that  there  are  evi¬ 
dences  of  a  definite  advance  in  attention  to  personal 
hygiene  on  the  part  of  teachers,  parents  and  children. 
I  also  desire  to  acknowledge  the  continually  increas¬ 
ing  co-operation  given  to  the  work  by  the  teachers, 
without  which  so  much  of  it  would  be  valueless.  Also 
I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  great  kindness  shown  to 
myself  and  staff  by  the  majority  of  the  teachers  when 
we  go  amongst  them  to  do  our  annual  inspection  of 
their  schools.  This  help  considerably  facilitates  and 
makes  more  pleasant  our  work;  for  this  help  I  am 
very  grateful.  The  excellent  work  done  by  the  school 
nurses  and  the  loyal  support  and  co-operation  that 
they  have  given  to  me  since  I  have  been  amongst  them 
also  deserves  recognition. 

There  still  remains  a  very  great  deal  to  be  done  in 
numerous  ways  where  improvement  can  be  made, 
the  principal  Avav  being  the  appointment  of  a  larger 
medical  and  nursing  staff,  as  it  is  quite  impossible 
for  the  whole  of  the  schools  in  the  metropolitan 
and  nearby  country  districts  to  be  visited  even  once 
a  year,  while  many  of  the  country  schools  have  never 
been  inspected  at  all.  The  Children’s  Hospital  is 
already  overburdened  in  its  out-patient  department 
and  a  school  clinic  would  help  to  relieve  this1,  and 
would  also  be  of  great  use  to  the  school  medical 
officers  by  enabling  them  to  follow  up  cases  which 
they  see  in  schools.

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OP  SCHOOLS,  1926. 


Commissioner  of  Public  Health. 


Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  Report 
on  the  work  done  in  connection  with  examination 
of  school  children  during  1926. 

During  the  year  two  full-time  medical  officers  of 
schools  (Dr.  Rita  Stang  and  Dr.  Ruth  Anderson) 
and  one  part-time  medical  officer  (Dr.  Roberta  Jull) 
have  been  continuously  at  work. 

In  the  Kalgoorlie  district  Dr.  Edna  Nelson  exam¬ 
ined  the  schools  over  a  period  of  three  months,  and 
in  three  country  districts  the  examinations  were  car¬ 
ried  out  by  the  resident  medical  officers  (Drs.  Ben¬ 
nett,  Cotton,  and  Crooks). 

Two  hundred  and  seventy  schools  altogether  were 
examined.  Of  these,  91  were  in  the  metropolitan 
area,  and  179  in  the  country.  The  number  of  child¬ 
ren  examined  was  18,570. 

Three  nurses  were  at  work  in  the  metropolitan 
area  under  Dr.  Stang  and  myself. 

23,781  children  were  examined  for  pediculosis,  and 
of  these  2,667  or  11.21  per  cent,  were  infested.  The 
figures  are  a  great  improvement  upon  those  for  1925, 
in  which  year  15.7  per  cent,  of  the  children  examined 
were  found  to  be  infested.  419  registered  letters  were 
sent  out  as  against  600  for  the  previous  year.  22 
cases  were  prosecuted  under  the  Health  Act. 

The  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  nurses  was  331. 
These  were  fewer  than  in  the  preceding  year,  as  with 
two  medical  officers  at  work  the  nurses  had  more 
preparation  of  schools  to  do  and  were,  therefore, 
unable  to  visit  as  much  as  formerly.  As  it  was  not 
found  possible  to  do  as  much  “following  up”  a  num¬ 
ber  of  parents  were  asked  to  interview  the  doctors, 
either  at  school  or  at  the  Health  Department. 

The  work  in  the  metropolitan  area  shows  very 
much  the  same  percentage  of  defects  as  in  previous 
years.  Both  Dr.  Stang  and  I  are  much  impressed 
by  the  fact  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  children 
are  thinner  than  they  should  he;  many  are  anaemic, 
and  a  considerable  number  suffer  from  “toxic  ”  hearts. 
We  attribute  these  defects  chiefly  to  want  of  dental 
attention  and  oral  hygiene ;  to  the  use  of  the  wrong 
kinds  of  food  in  many  cases,  for  while  there  is  often 
a  sufficiency  of  food,  the  children  are  allowed  to  eat 
quantities  of  cheap  sweets  and  pastry  instead  of 
more  nourishing  kinds  of  food;  and  to  want  of  suffi¬ 
cient  sleep.  Far  too  many  children  are  allowed  to 
sit  up  late  at  night  reading  or  playing  games,  and 
many,  boys  in  particular,  are  permitted  to  run  about 
the  streets. 

The  appointment  during  the  year  of  a  full-time  den¬ 
tist  to  visit  the  schools  in  rotation  has  been  a  source 
of  great  gratification  to  the  medical  staff,  the  mem¬ 


bers  of  which  have  long  advocated  such  an  appoint¬ 
ment.  Another  appointment  which  was  very  welcome 
was  that  of  a  medical  officer  for  the  examination  of 
country  schools.  She  was  at  work  for  seven  months, 
and  in  her  report  states: — “The  majority  of  children 
clean  their  teeth,  but  in  the  smaller  towns  there  are 
very  few  facilities  for  dental  attention,  and  not  many 
decayed  teeth  were  found  to  be  filled.  A  large  num¬ 
ber  of  cases  of  defective  vision  urgently  needing 
medical  attention  were  noted,  and  it  was  considered 
that  for  the  detection  of  these  cases  alone  the  visits 
of  the  medical  officer  were  most  valuable.  Instruction 
was  given  for  the  treatment  of  conjunctivitis,  and  a 
large  number  of  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  were 
noticed.  In  many  cases  these  were  affecting  the  gen¬ 
eral  health.  Postural  defects  were  met  with  in  the  maj¬ 
ority  of  schools,  and  it  is  suggested  that  the  desks 
supplied  to  the  country  schools  are  partly  respon¬ 
sible.  Malnutrition  was  found  in  some  children,  and 
a  pamphlet  was  prepared  and  issued  to  parents  with 
suggestions  about  meals  at  home  and  school  lunches.” 

This  report  is  entered  verbatim,  as  it  is  the  first 
report  presented  by  this  medical  officer. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  Dr.  Stang  also  visited 
a  number  of  country  schools,  and  submitted  a  report 
in  which  she  drew  attention  to  the  large  number  of 
carious  teeth  found  in  the  children,  and  the  necessity 
for  more  attention  to  the  cleanliness  of  their  heads. 
The  proportion  of  pediculosis  is  higher  than  in  the 
metropolitan  area.  This  is  to  be  expected,  as  it  has 
taken  10  years  of  persistent  effort  on  the  part  of 
the  medical  ofimers  of  schools,  school  nurses  and 
teachers  to  bring  down  the  figure  to  the  point  it  has 
reached  in  the  metropolitan  area.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  teachers  can  do  a  very  great  deal  to  raise  the 
standard  of  personal  hygiene,  not  only  as  regards 
pediculosis,  but  also  in  other  essentials  such  as  the 
daily  cleansing  of  the  teeth,  bathing,  cleanliness  of 
body  and  clothes.  Their  co-operation  in  many  in¬ 
stances  is  most  heartily  and  willingly  given,  and  for 
this  we  are  grateful. 

The  greatest  difficulty  in  the  metropolitan  area,  in 
dealing  with  pediculosis,  is  the  presence  in  almost 
every  school  of  families  who  can  be  classed  as  “re¬ 
peaters.”  I  would  again,  therefore,  like  to  draw 
attention  to  the  desirability  of  cleansing  stations 
being  established  at  the  Perth  and  Fremantle  Hos¬ 
pitals.  .  The  usual  “notices  to  parents”  bring  about 
a  partial  improvement,  and  as  efforts  at  cleanliness 
are  being  made  the  school  nurse  does  not  carry  out 
the  threat  of  prosecution,  in  the  hope  that  it  will 
prove  unnecessary.  When,  however,  she  revisits  the 
school  and  re-examines  the  children  in  a  few  weeks 
time,  the  condition  is  as  bad  as  ever.  This  has  actu¬ 
ally  happened  in  cases  where  prosecutions  have  been 
made  and  fines  inflicted;  it  is  extremely  hard,  there¬ 
fore,  to  know  how  to  deal  with  them.  It  is  realised 
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that  to  fine  parents  whose  income  is  very  limited 
means  that  the  whole  family  will  suffer,  probably  by 
a  curtailed  supply  of  food. 

I  would  also  again  draw  attention  to  the  desir¬ 
ability  of  inquiries  being  made  in  Great  Britain  re¬ 
garding  the  school  record  of  children  whose  parents 
wish  to  emigrate  to  Australia.  There  have  been  found 
a  number  of  instances  where  extremely  dull,  prob¬ 
ably  defective  children,  have  been  allowed  to  enter 
the  State.  They  must  inevitably  become  a  burden 
upon  the  whole  community,  so  it  would  surely  be  wise 
to  prevent  their  acceptance  as  immigrants. 

While  it  is  gratifying  to  know  from  such  records 
as  we  can  obtain  that  30  per  cent,  of  the  children 
who  are  notified  for  medical  attention  receive  it,  and 
probably  another  20  per  cent,  of  whom  we  can  get 
no  definite  reports,  there  still  remains,  unfortunately, 
a  very  considerable  percentage  of  children  whose 
parents  wilfully  disregard  the  advice  given.  The 
types  of. cases  in  w'hich  this  chiefly  occurs  are  those 
which  need  treatment  for  defective  sight  or  defective 
hearing.  It  is  disappointing,  when  examining  schools 
such  as  Princess  May  and  Fremantle  Boys/  where  a 
large  majority  of  the  children  have  previously  been 
seen  at  other  schools,  to  find  that  eye  cases  and  ear 
cases  which  have  been  notified,  sometimes  more  than 
once,  have  received  no  treatment.  There  is  undoubt¬ 
edly  need  for  a  fund  from  which  spectacles  could 


be  provided  for  the  children  of  necessitous  persons. 
Every  year  a  few  cases,  perhaps  a  dozen — orphans 
or  the  children  of  widows — need  to  have  glasses  pro¬ 
vided,  but  cannot  obtain  them  as  the  family  income 
is  too  small  to  meet  the  necessary  expenditure.  I 
would  suggest  that  such  a  fund  might  be  provided 
from  the  entertainments  tax. 

Another  need  which  has  been  obvious  for  some 
years  past  is  that  of  a  home  in  the  hills  to  which 
children  living  near  the  coast,  who  suffer  from  pul¬ 
monary  affections  of  various  kinds,  notably  asthma 
and  bronchitis,  could  be  sent  for  several  weeks  or 
months  at  a  time.  Such  a  home  would  be  most  valu¬ 
able  in  the  prevention  of  disease  at  a  later  stage. 

The  standard  of  personal  hygiene  in  the  schools  has 
undoubtedly  much  improved,  although  there  is  still 
much  need  for  the  inculcation  of  a  higher  standard 
of  cleanliness,  particularly  as  regards  teeth,  ears, 
nails  and  feet. 

In  looking  back  over  the  decade  during  which 
school  medical  inspection  has  been  carried  on  con¬ 
tinuously  it  is  possible  to  note  a  greatly  increased 
interest  in  health  on  the  part  of  parents,  teachers 
and  children — “team  work”  is  beginning  to  tell.
